Put Under 
Price Curbs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident 
Nixon 
brought 
fresh 
fruits, 
eggs, 
vegetables 
and 
seafood under price controls for 
the first time today, but only 
after the first sale has been 
made by the farmer. 
Nixon signed an executive or­ 
der removing the current ex­ 
emption on raw agricultural 
products from price controls 
after the first sale—meaning 
that it will apply primarily at 
the wholesale and retail level. 
The action wUl have virtually 
no impact on the selling cost of 
meat to consumers. Processed 
meat such as beef and pork 
have been under controls since 
the inception of Nixon’s price 
controls last November. 
For the first time, however, 
products such is fresh vege­ 
tables, fresh fish that has un­ 
dergone some processing, and 
other raw products at whole­ 
sale and retail wUl be subject 
to 
Price 
Commission 
rules. 
These rules limit businesses* 
profit 
margins 
and 
require 
stores to justify aU price in- 
c r e a s e s through increased 
costs. 
Donald Rumsfeld, director of 
the Cost of living Council told 
newsmen that Nixon’s action 
*’cannot 
drive 
food 
prices 
down—only increased supply or 
reduced demand could do that 
ft 


But he said the decision is de­ 
signed to put discipline on price 
markups and margins at each 
step of the food processing 
chain. 
Rumsfeld said Nixon’s action 
probably will not be greeted 
with much enthusiasm at the 
wholesale and retail level. 
Nixon announced last week 
he is lifting meat import quotas 
for the remainder of the year 
to am effort; to slow the rite to 
beef and pork prices. But the 
President has been reluctant to 
tighten the control program to 
make R apply to the farm lev­ 
el. 
Some of the products that 
will he affected include: eggs 
to the shell, all fresh vege­ 
tables; all fresh or naturally 
dried foods; and all raw sea­ 
food products, including those 
which 
have 
been 
shelled, 
scaled, skinned, iced, evisce­ 
rated or decapitated.

Death Penalty Outlawed By 


U.S. Supreme Court Ruling 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme' Court held 5 to 4 to­ 
day that the death penalty, as 
it is now used in the United 
States, violates the Constitution 
and cannot be imposed. 
While the decision leaves the 
door open for legislatures to re­ 
instate capital punishment in 
some circumstances, one of the 
nine opinions issued by the 
court said the immediate result 
is to remove the death sen­ 
tences from the 600 condemned 
inmates across the land. 
All nine justices filed state­ 
ments of their views. In the 
majority were Justices William 
O. Douglas, William J. Brennan 
Jr., Thurgood 
Marshall, 
and 
with some reservations. Potter 
Stewart and Byron R. White, 
Dissenting were the four Nixon 
administration 
appointees, 
Chief Justice Warren E. Bur­ 
ger, 
and Justices Harry A. 
Blackmun, Lewis F. Powell Jr., 
and William H. Rehnquist. 
Reversed immediately by the 
decision were two' death, sen­ 
tences for non-fatal rapes to 
Georgia and Texas and a death 
sentence for murder to Geor­ 
gia.

‘1 don’t want the people of 
the community to be misled in­ 
to thinking something great is 
going to happen immediately, 
now that rezoning is accomplish­ 
ed,’’ Willkie said.

Council Initiates Action For 
New County Jail Facilities 
The Rush County Council ini- 
Darrell Ronan, county audi- 
tiated action today to establish 
a “sinking fund” for the purpose 
of improving and bringing up to 
date the facilities at the county 
jail. 
A cumulative building »und 
for remodeling or rebuilding the 
county jail would be' establish­ 
ed, and the first notice states 
the purpose of the fund is to 
“erect a new jail or repair, re­ 
model and enlarge the existing 
jail and to equip a new, en­ 
larged, or existing jail.” 
In action taken this morning 
to their meeting room in the 
courthouse, all seven members 
of the council signed, the first 
notice which advertises a pub­ 
lic meeting July 20 to begin a 
series of steps in the .improve­ 
ment program. 
A proposal is to institute in the 
county budget a tax of ten cents 
on each one hundred dollars of 
taxable real and personal pro­ 
perty. This fund would bring in 
an estimated $55,000 to $60,000 
per year, and the assessment 
would continue for five vears 
to order to secure the necessary

Delta Queen Hits Bridge 
At Madison; No One Hurt 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP)-The 
•ternwbeel 
steamboat Delta 
Queen pulled into dock up­ 
stream of Louisville early this 
morning after ricocheting off a 
pier of the bridge spanning the 
Ohio River between Madison, 
Ind., and Milton, Ky., lata 
Wednesday night. 
The Coast Guard bearded the 
boat at 5 a.m. to inspect the 
damage. 
A spokesman for Green Line 
Steamers of Cincinnati, which 
operates the Delta Queen, said 
damage was confined to the 
port bow and that st varal 
bumper guards were gone, rail­ 
ings 
damaged 
and 
paint 
scratched, but that tba itael 
hull was intact. 
There were no injuries re­ 
ported among the 170 passen­ 
gers and 75 crewmen «hoard 
the boat. 
Mrs. Mariam Edgar, a host­ 
ess aboard the Delta Queen, 
said she previously worked ler 
ocean liners for eight years and 
that when the steamboat hit the 
bridge it felt “for a moment, 
like we were op the ocean ” 
Mrs. Edgar said the boat 
"glanced off the bridge and got 
caught in the current. 
“It was like ricocheting • . . 
we didn’t lose power at all, hut 
we drifted for a few minutes.** 
The accident happened in 
what one witnesa described as 
“pea soup fog.” The river was 
filled with debris from eastern 
floods. 
Workman from Jattboat were 
inspecting the damage this 
morning. A company spokes­ 
man said repairs are expected 
to take 48 hours or less- 
The Delta Queen is scheduled 
to remain in port at Louisville's 
Cox’s Park until Sunday morn­ 
ing, when it will continue down­ 
stream to Evansville. Then the 


pleasure beat will return to 
Cincinnati Sunday afternoon. 
In the meantime, passengers 
will live aboard the boat. A 
Delta Queen spokesman said 
tours are being arranged.

Hoosier Farmer Rejects $10,000 
Offer From Airline; Wants More 
PERU, Ind. (AP) - How 
much is it worth to be an hon­ 
est citizen doing your job? 
Lowell F. Elliott. 61, a farm­ 
er near here, thinks it is worth 
more than $10,000. At least he 
turned down a $10,000 certified 
check offered him by an Ameri­ 
can 
Airlines 
representative 
Wednesday afternoon. 
'The airline offered Elliott the 
check as a gift after he recov­ 
ered from his field one half 
million dollars a skyjacker 
dropped going out of an Ameri­ 
can Airlines jet early Saturday 
morning. 
“Looks like it (the gift) ought 
to be worth more than what 
was offered for being honest,” 
Elliott said. “After all, they 
gave that guy (the skyjacker) 
$500,000.” 
Elliott said he would settle 
for $25,000 dollars, or 5 per cent 
of the skyjacker’s ransom, but 
he admitted “10 per cent would 
be better." 
He said he takes in gross in­ 
come of about $7,000 yearly 
from his 119-acre farm. Elliott 
said if he eventually gets any 
money from American Airlines 
it will be partially used to pay 
for fertilizer and soybeans for 
which he is now awaiting bil­ 
ling.However, after Elliott re­ 
jected the $10,000 offer, Frank 
W. Bod well, the Indianapolis 
district sales manager for 
American, 
returned to In­ 
dianapolis and said the whole 
matter rested with airline offi­ 
cials in New York. 
He said he did not know if 
the offer would be renewed or 
if it would be raised to meet 
Elliott’s demands. 
Elliott’s wife, Mildred, 54, 


seated beside her husband in 
lawn chairs on their porch, ex- 
plained to Bod well that, “Were 
poor people. He’s (Elliott) had 
a heart attack and that’s the 
reason we thought it (the gift) 
would be worth more.” 
The farmer admitted “I 
guess I’m out of luck then, ain’t 
I?” if the airline doesn’t renew 
its offer, 
Elliott was also offered all- 
expense trips “anywhere” by 
airline officials in addition to 
the $10,000, but he said: 
“1 don’t care for the trip, I’d 
just as leave have more cash. I 
wouldn’t be able to take them 
(trips) after having a heart at­ 
tack. I don’t think 1 could stand 
it.”While Elliott rejected the air­ 
line’s offer and the company of­ 
ficials tried to decide what to 
do about the gift, FBI and state 
police continued their search 
for the skyjacker. 
The FBI in Indianapolis an­ 
nounced today a man had Havn 
arrested at his home in Wyn- 
dotte, Mich., and charged with 
the hijacking. The FBI said 
Martin J. McNally, 28. was ac­ 
cused of violating the federal 
Air Piracy Act and that the as­ 
sistant U.S. attorney in St. 
Louis, where the hijacked flight 
originated, 
recommended 
a 
$100,000 bond be set. 
The FBI said McNally was 
arrested shortly before mid­ 
night Wednesday by federal 
agents plus police officers from 
Wyndotte, Detroit and Wayne 
County. McNally, described by 
agents as an unemployed serv­ 
ice station worker who is di­ 
vorced, was quoted as saying 
he dropped the money pouch as 
he left the plane and that his 
parachute opened correctly.

MOUNT POCONO, Pa. (AP) 
— Faced with a threatened 
lockout, drivers planned to re­ 
port to the Pocono Interaattonal 
Raceway today for qualifying 
runs for the $400,000 Schaefer 
500 championship auto race. 
Track 
officials 
had 
said 
Wednesday night that the race, 
one of three 500 milers sanc­ 
tioned by the United States 
Auto Club, would be postponed 
from Sunday and run when a 
date is agreed on. 
They said the track would not 
be open for any activity today. 
But William J. Smyth, execu­ 
tive director of the USAC, said 
if track officials refused to al­ 
low qualifying runs to bo hold, 
the track would forfeit the 
$275,000 in prize money it al­ 
ready has posted with the sanc­ 
tioning body, and its future 
USAC races will bo wiped off 
the schedule. 
Under 
original 
plans, 
the 
track was to have opened at to­ 
day for two days of time trials. 
The tracks’s board chairman, 
Dr. Joseph Mattiol, told, Smyth 
and other USAC officials at a 
lengthy 
meeting 
Wednesday 
that Pennsylvania Gov. Milton 
J. Shapp had "suggested'1 that 
the race be postponed. 
MatttoU said be agreed, not 
only because of the governor's 
interest, but because of what ha 
said was a shortage of firemen, 
doctors and nurses, and sewage 
facilities to man the track. 
Smyth «aid he told MatttoU 
that the USA would bring in 
as many doctora and nurses 
from the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway as needed, and also 
would furnish firemen and la­ 
borers to handle the ,sewage 
problem. 
Pennsylvania suffered almost 
$2 billion in damages from 
flooding that accompanied tro­ 
pical storm Agnes, and is try­ 
ing to dig itself out. 
Rain had shut the 2.5 mile 
raceway down seven of the 10 
days set aside for practice. But 
the 45 drivers entered had man­ 
aged a total of 28 hours of prac­ 
tice Tuesday and Wednesday of 
this week. 
Smyth said the USAC refused 
to agree to the postponement 
on grounds that the prerogative 
to postpone or cancel belongs to 
the 
sanctioning body, which 
takes control of, and runt, the 
race et its discretion. 
"We’re ready to ran, and our 
drivers and officials will be at 
the track at 8 a.m.,” Smyth 
said Wednesday night.

going to be her first and last 
game. 
“I decided at the umpires’ 
meeting that I would resign 
after one game,” said the wom­ 
an, who had fought legal bat­ 
tles for six years for the right 
to become a pro baseball arbi­ 
ter. 
Mrs. Gera said it was appar­ 
ent at the umpires’ meeting 
Friday that she would 'get no 
cooperation 
from 
her 
col­ 
leagues. 
“Umpires must work as a 
team,” she said. “But I went 
on to the field alone. I had no 
partner.” 
The umpire working behind 
the plate Saturday was Douglas 
Hartmayer, also a rookie, he 
had been critical on national 
television of Mrs. Gera, who re­ 
versed one of her decisions and 
then ejected Auburn Manager 
Nolan Campbell for arguing.

WINNIPEG, Man. (AP) - 
Tbe World Hockey Association, 
especially its legal staff, was

president, threw the puck to the 
Black Hawks Wednesday when 
he said: “The league has no of­ 
ficial status in this. When they 
(the Black Hawks) review the 
situation and consult their ad­ 
visers, I’m sure they will take 
appropriate steps.” 
Gary L. Davidson, president 
of the WHA that already has 
taken 34 players from the other 
league for its first season this 
fall, said his legal staff was 
ready to meet any legal tests 
arising from the signing of Hull 
or other players. 
“I’m confident we can pre­ 
vail,” said Davidson, who also 
was one of tbe founders of the 
American 
Basketball 
Associ­ 
ation. “I’m sure the NHL, and 
I can speak for the WHA, 
would not want a long-drawn 
battle in court. I was told the 
ABA paid legal fees of more 
than $1 million last year.” 
Davidson noted that, while 
many 
professional 
basketball 
players have been signed by 
other teams while their old con­ 
tracts are still in force, the 
WHA intends to sign only play­ 
ers 
whose 
obligations 
have 
been met. 
NHL teams, however, feel

Liberating suburbanites from the more 
tedious chores on their half-acre lawns 
is a flourishing and expanding business 
— several businesses, in fact. 
A flight 
from yard work may con­ 
tribute to the mushrooming of apart­ 
ment buildings around Indianapolis, Ko­ 
komo, Trenton, Des Moines ana Tampa. 
The proprietors make a big thing of the 
fact tennants don’t have to tend the 
grounds. 
The downtowner or newlywed, wanting 
to live a few yards from his neighbors, 
moves into a new subdivision and makes 
a grim discovery. Grass doesn’t flourish 
automatically between, fore and aft of 
the houses. 
The grass may grow, if the builder 
didn’t 
bury all the top soil, but so do 
dandelions, buckhom, plain tain, chick- 
weed. knotweed, niblewill, tall fescue 
and some local specialties. 
The neighborhood garden center or 
hardware store is happy to provide fer­ 
tilizers. herbicides and chemicals along 
with spreading machines. All are expen­ 
sive. All also are worse than useless if 
used improperly or at the wrong time. 
Sophisticated mowing and trimming 
machinery also is expensive but more 
or less foolproof. The owner can cut the 
grass in minutes and be off to the golf 
course or his recliner chair. 
Weed control is something else. The 
householder can tell himself dandelions 
and white clover make an attractive con­ 
trast to the grass. His neighbors will 
disagree. 
Every block has some retired gentle­ 
man who spends every daylight hour 
making sure his lawn lookis like dark 
green velvet. He wants no weed seeds 
drifting onto it. He’ll say so. 
So the novice is turning to pros to 
keep peace in the neighborhood and to 
escape an eternity of stoop labor. 
One of the many expanding firms in 
the lawn grooming business is Chem- 
Lawn Corp., headquartered in Columbus, 
Ohio. It has branches scattered from 
Indianapolis to Atlanta. Each will take 
on jobs within a one-hour truck trip. 
For fees averaging about $90 a year, 
Chem-Lawn comes with big tank trucks 
and brisk crews who soak lawns about 
three times a year with brews of ferti­ 
lizer, weed killers and insecticides. 
“Generally weeds are a bigger problem 
in the north and insects are worse in 
the south,” said John Wright, Chem- 
Lawn vice president. “I don’t know how 
many companies are in this business but 
there must be one operating in every city 
of any size. 
“We have been a corporate entity only 
since January 1969. The corporation was 
started by Paul Duke, his son Richard, 
and Tom Grapner. They were in the 
garden center and sod farming business 
at Troy, Ohio. 
“They were called out so much to take 
care of lawns they had sodded that they 
decided to service other yards,” Wright 
said. “The first year the company did 
$900,000 business. We projéct $2.5 million 
this year — the fourth season.” 
The disappearance of the neighbor­ 
hood odd jobs man. or his nonappearance 
in new residential developments, con­ 
tributes to the demand for professional 
lawn tending services. 
“Not only are yard helpers scarce, but 
they cant’ keep up with modem tech­ 
nology,” Wright said. “The standard 
lawn practices of three years ago are 
outdated.” 
The lawn specialists are using new, 
safer chemicals which soon disappear 
and don’t wash down storm sewers to 
pollute streams. 
With all that,. there still are lawn 
weeds that yield only to a knife and stoop 
labor. There are no specific poisons for 
nimble will, tall fescue and some other 
determined intruders. 
Equally determined chemists try sun­ 
dry potions on the pests. Prospects are 
better than finding a quick, universal 
care lor the common cold.

nation’s wounds . . . to do all which may 
achieve and cherish a just and lasting 
peace among ourselves and with all na­ 
tions.” 
The Spirit of Freedom echoes across 
the ages from President Lincoln’s last 
address. In the midst of our social and 
political and racial strife we need to 
heed those noble words spoken to our 
great-great grandparents. While others 
were ripping and tearing to destruction, 
the President poured on the oil of heal­ 
ing in his words. 
It does not require much wisdom, and 
it requires no grace at all, to fling words 
of hurt and division into the minds and 
hearts of our listeners. But if our coun­ 
try is to experience a new birth of free­ 
dom it will be after someone has had the 
courage to pour forth the truth in self­ 
less love and concern for a unity and 
understanding. There are enough such 
people in America to turn the tide. Let 
each of us dare to pray, “Lord, make me 
an instrument of Thy peace.”

None at all—and yet 
all the difference in the world. 
Both are a part of life, every­ 
one's life.

And 
that 
is 
the 
in­ 
escapable difference in the act­ 
ing, although we all boast, “1 
play Neil Simon comedies ex­ 
actly as I play Ibsen.”

actor can “fake.” That is, if 
you come on and say, “The 
baby is dead,” hall the au­ 
dience will begin to cry even if 
your acting is not truthful. 
This is much harder to do in 
comedy. The actor must truly 
live out the situation, and on 
top of that, be funny, feel fun­ 
ny, or it probably will not play.

light­ 
ness, accuracy. It might be

TO THE EDITOR: 
I am writing this letter as a 
spokesman for a group of citi­ 
zens interested in having an 
elected school board rather than 
an appointed one as is now the 
case. 
Under the new public law of 
the acts of the Indiana General 
Assembly, it is now posssible 
to change the mode of selec­ 
tion of our school board. This 
law is an amendment to the 
original 
School 
Consolidation 
Act. 
Basically, it provides a means 
by wich this can be accomplish­ 
ed. To do so, we must have a 
petition signed by a minimum 
of 20 per cent of the registered 
voters from within tha school 
corporation. In our particular 
case, this means that we must 
have in excess of 200 signatur­ 
es as the first step. The law 
then spells out all the additional 
steps which must then be taken 
until the petition is presented, to 
the State General Commission 
for final action. 
Under this law, the present 
school board now has the option 
of changing its mode of selec­ 
tion without the petition proce­ 
dure. So when we get the requir­ 
ed 
number of signatures if 
should be a powerful influence 
on the board to voluntarily 


change to an elected mode. 
However if they turn down the 
request, the procedure to be fol­ 
lowed is spelled out very clear­ 
ly.

Wheat and Oats Drying 
Consider adding unheated air 
drying to your wheat and other 
small grain storage bins. With 
forced air drying, you can us­ 
ually harvest 2 to 3 hours more 
in morning and evening when 
wheat and oats are normally too 
tough for direct binning. Put 
the tough run on the dryer, and 
bin or sell the middle of the days 
run without drying. Or when 
grain is tough because of rain, 
you can combine and dry all 
day. 
Wheat Combining 
You can combine wbeat with 
as much as 20 per cent moisture 
content. You have to adjust sie­ 
ves and wind on the combine, 
but research shows that you’ll 
get more grain, and it will be 
the highest test weight gram of 
the season. Every time wheat 
dries down in the field and is 
re-wctted, you tend to lose test 
weight. If you start harvesting 
a 20 per cent moisture, you may 
be done before you started in 
previous 
years. 
Incidentally, 
your shelled corn drying system 
will work equally well on small 
grains. Contact your County Ex­ 
tension 'Office, local bin equip­ 
ment representative or your el­ 
ectric power supplier for details.

This good news comet from 
John A. Wott, Purdue Univer­ 
sity, extension home environ­ 
ment horticulturist, who sug­ 
gests these plants. 
Cleome or spider —flower is 
known for its vigorous growth 
habit. It has wide leaves which 
can trap many pollutants and 
is quite tolerant. Cleome flow­ 
ers are either white, pink, rose 
or combinations of these colors. 
A plant grown for its feathery 
foliage is 
Kochia or summer 
cypress. These mounding plants 
are ideal for use as low bor­ 
ders or edges. 
Though it appears to be do­ 
cile, Four O’clock is one of the 
most rugged plants for urban 
conditions.

Rules To Keep 


You Alive 


All Summer 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — S.O.S. 
doesn’t really stand for Safety, 
Outlive Summer, but it could. 
With vacations and holidays 
at hand, reviewing water safety 
rules cannot come too often. 
Annually our rivers and lakes 
claim scores of lives. Ponds, 
gravel pits, tanks, cisterns and 
even the “ole swimmin’ hole” 
add many more. 
Beaches and public pools are 
somfwhat safer because of the 
supervision 
and 
life-saving 
equipment. Still, tragedies even 
occur at these sites. 
Studies indicate poor judg­ 
ment and a lack of skill cause 
most drownings, stresses F. R. 
WUlsey, Purdue University ex- 
teasion safety specialist. 
Consequently, common sense, 
reason and the development of 
skills through proper supervi­ 
sion can do much to reduce wa­ 
ter' tragedies, he adds. 
You can help prevent needless 
loss of life in water activities 
by following some simple tips, 
says Wiilsey. Live by these and 
encourage others to' do likewise. 
Never swim alone. And don’t 
go into the water when tired, 
overheated or immediately af­ 
ter eating. 
Always keep a boat or raft 
to the lake, river or pond for 
use in emergencies. A pole or 
coil of rope may also come in 
handy. 
Never dive into strange wa­ 
ter until you have thoroughly 
investigated, and know the depth 
and condition of the bottom. 
Be sure all cisterns and tanks 
are properly covered. Never 
leave old tubs, boilers or other 
containers around. It takes as 
tittle as two inches of water to 
drown an infant. 
Don’t overload a boat. There 
may be more seats for people 
than the boat can safely hold. 
Always step, never jump, in­ 
to the center of a boat. Never 
stand up 
and don’t 
permit 
horseplay in a moving boat. 
Remember, 
an 
overturned 
boat will usually float and pro­ 
vide a rescue station. Almost 
anything that will float may be 
used in an emergency to give 
assistance. 
If you’re boating, know and 
heed weather signs. If a storm 
is brewing, return to the shore. 
Encourage your children to 
learn to swim. But remember 
small children often wander to­ 
ward the water.

Something new has happened 
to apple quick bread. We’ve 
just tested a delightful recipe 
that adds slivered orange rind 
to the loaf and. it’s a great addi­ 
tion. 
We like this bread spread 
with cream cheese but you may 
want to serve it with butter or 
even plain. 
APPLE ORANGE BREAD 
2 cups sifted flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
V» teaspoon salt 
¥« teaspoon cinnamon 
V* teaspoon nutmeg 
Wt cup butter or margarine 
% cup firmly packed light 
brown sugar 
2 eggs 
2 tablespoons milk 
1 cup finely diced pared cook­ 
ing apple 


Va cup lightly packed slivered 
orange rind, see note below 
On wax paper sift together 
the flour, baking powder, bak­ 
ing soda, salt, cinnamon and 
nutmeg. 
In a large mixing bowl cream 
butter and sugar. Add eggs one 
at a time, beating well after 
each addition. Add milk and 
stir in apple. Blend in flour 
mixture. Stir in slivered orange 
rind. Mixture will be on the 
stiff side. Turn into a greased 
loaf pan (9 by 5 by 3 inches) 
and spread evenly. 
Bake in a preheated 350-de­ 
gree oven until a cake tester In­ 
serted in center comes out 
clean—about 1 hour. Place pan 
on a wire rack to cool, for 10 
minutes; turn out of pan onto 
wire rack; turn, right side up. 
Cool completely. 
Note: To prepare slivered or­ 
ange rind, remove outer rind in 
thin strips with a vegetable 
peeler; cut into slivers with 
scissors or knife. 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Each 
year may gardeners ask: 
“If muskmelons are planted 
next to cucumbers, will musk­ 
melons taste like cucumbers: 
Similar questions might be 
raised about other members of 
the Cucurbitaceae or gourd fam­ 
ily, says John W. Wott, Purdue 
University extension home en­ 
vironment horticulturist. 
Poor taste is more often the 
result of poor cultora! conditions 
stresses Wott. 
From years of experiementa- 
tion, scientists have found that 
even under controlled crosses 
there is practically no cross - 
pollination 
between 
different 
species in this family. Even if 
cross-pollination and fertiliza­ 


tion did occur, the resulting seed 
would probaby not be viable. 
When cross - fert.ili.za.tion does 
occur within species, the result­ 
ing fruit will have the typical 
fruit of that plant. And if you 
saved the seeds from the fruit 
it. produced,, you would find char­ 
acteristics of both parents. 
For example, if a flower on 
a Patty Pan squash plant was 
fertilized with pollen from a 
neighboring Yellow Crookneck 
Squash, the resulting fruit would 
look and taste like the typical 
Patty Pan Squash. 
But, if you saved the seeds 
and planted them, the resulting 
plant and fruit could show and 
taste like either or both of the 
parents, confides Wott. 
What To Do For Blossom End Rot 


LAFAYETTE, Ind.—An early 
in-the-season problem of home 
grown tomatoes is blossom end 
rot, notes Eric G. Sharvelle, 
Purdue 
University 
extensión 
plant pathologist. 
This may tom up first as a 
small, water soaked spot on the 
blossom end of initially form­ 
ed fruits. 
Later, these 
enlarge, 
turn 
brown to black and give the 
fruit the appearance of being 
flat or decayed on the blossom 
end. 
Not a disease, but a condition 


associated with an imporper nu­ 
trient supply, blossom end rot 
usually shows up during or im­ 
mediately after the first hot 
weather. 
To prevent, avoid excessive 
use of nitrogen at planting time 
and provide an even supply of 
moisture. 
A spray of calcium chloride 
applied before and during early 
season hot spells will reduce the 
problem., says Sharvelle. Mix. 
one tablespoon to a gallon 01 
water and apply to 75-100 feet 
of row.

CHICAGO (AP) — Thousands 
of parsons are injured each 
year in fireworks accidents de­ 
spite strict state laws which 
have reduced fatal mishaps al­ 
most to zero.

injuries will result from use of 
bootlegged 
fireworks 
around 
July 4. 
The council says many other­ 
wise law-abiding citizens ignore 
the laws, which cover more 
than 60 per cent of the popu­ 
lation, and bring fireworks into 
a state or municipality which 
has banned their possession, 
sale or transportation,

Class C fireworks which carry 
a warning note. 
Class 
B 
fireworks 
include 
chery bombs and some types 
of aerial bombs and rockets. 
Class C fireworks are small 


firecrackers and nonexplosives 
such as sparklers and snakes. 
“We are still puzzled by the 
attitude of the FDA in allowing 
Class C fireworks," Richardson, 
says. “It has taken the position 
that as long as these fireworks 
carry a warning label, they are 
not harmful to children.” 
“We doubt very much,” he 
says, “if any 6-, 7-or 8-year-olds 
pay any attention to warnings 
on small firecrackers.” 
Phil Dykstra, manager of the 


council’s 
home 
department, 
says even Class C fireworks 
are dangerous and destructive 
enough to warrant banning, of 
all fireworks except those used 
for licensed public displays. 
He cites a study made jointly 
by the NFPA and the National 
Society for the Prevention of 
Blindness which showed 42 per 
cent of fireworks accidents re­ 
sulting in personal injury and-

<AP) — There are bird watch­ 
ers, 
girl 
watchers, 
weight 
watchers and China watchers. 
Jim Loy is a monkey watcher. 
To do so he gets up before 
dawn, drives 20 minutes to the 
small fishing village of La Par- 
guera on. Puerto Rico's 'west 
coast and takes a five minute 
motor boat ride to a place 
called “monkey island.” 
Wearing a Navy blue base­ 
ball cap, an Army jungle fa­ 
tigue jacket and hiking boots, 
he gathers the only equipment 
needed to watch the furry crea­ 
tures—a pair of binoculars, pad 
and pencil. 
Then from shortly after sun­ 
rise—before the temperatures 
reach into the 90s—until after­ 
noon, the tall, anthropologist 
patiently watches monkeys. 
“It takes a lot of patience. 
After a thorough day with the 
monkeys I feel much older,” 
says Loy, 28, who works for the 
Caribbean 
Primate 
Research 
Center based near San Juan 
and affiliated with the Univer­ 
sity of Puerto Rico. 
Thera art' about 350 monkeys 
of three different varieties on 
the island. All but 13 are the 
rhesus type from India. 
The 13 non-rhesus ere pates 
monkeys from Zambia in east­ 
ern Africa and green monkeys 
from nearby St. Kitts whose 
relatives date back to the Afri­ 
can slave trade in the 1700s. 
Loy, a native of Knoxville, 
Tenn.. is scientist in charge of 
the La Parguera colony. 
“Monkey 
island” 
is 
two 
islands—Cueva and Guayacan— 
stretching over 190 acres of 
mangrove swamp, 
tall bush 
grass and cactus. 
La Parguera first, was .stock­ 
ed with monkeys (there ere no 
monkeys on Puerto Rico) 11 
years ago when e load of 
rhesus was shipped from India. 
Funded by a grant from the 
National Institute of Disease 
and Stroke in Bethesda, Md., 
the primate center is almost 
two years old. In addition to La 
Parguera, the center also in­ 
cludes Cayo Santiago, another 
“ m onk e y island ” of so m e 37 
acres off Puerto Rico’s eastern 
shore. It was started in 1933. 
The only other monkey colo­ 
ny in the western hemisphere is 
on Barro Colorado in the Pan­ 
ama Canal zone, says Dr. C. H. 
Conaway, 48, director of the 
primate center who helped set 
it rp in 1961. 
But no records have been 
kept, he says, and all they have 
“is a bunch of monkeys with m 
background.” 
Accurate records for each 
monkey are kept at La Par­ 
guera including sex, birth and 
death rates, parents and grand­ 
parents and social ranking. For 
this reason each is tatooed with 
a Mack dye.

You 
probably have consumed some 
without knowing it, so extensive 
has its use become. 
Seaweed is a common sight 
as you walk along the beach. 
Some varieties cling to rocks, 
wharves or overturned boats; 
others are washed ashore by 
the tides. 
Seaweed is very useful to 
van, the New York Botanical 
Garden reports in its Junior 
Bulletin. 
Seaweeds are algae and there 
are several thousand species. 
Between Maine and Southern 
florida alone, it is estimated 
there are 730 species. 
While resembling land plants,

About half of all ice cream, 
we are told, contains seaweed 
to prevent formation of ice 
crystals and give it smoother 
texture. It is used to moisten,

HOOSIER SKIES 


On July 10th, observers in 
parts of northern and eastern 
Canada will witness (weather 
permitting) one of the most 
spectacular of celestial phenom­ 
ena—a " total eclipse of the sun. 
Watchers of Hoosier skies will 
see a partial eclipse of the sun, 
a less spectacular but still in­ 
teresting occurrence. 
An eclipse of the sun occurs 
when the moon comes between 
the earth and the sun, blocking 
part or all of the sun from our 
view. The sun is about 400 times 
as large, in diameter, as the 
moon, but it is also about 4Gl> 
times as far away. As a resur, 
the sun and moon appear al­ 
most exactly the same size to 
us, and it is possible for the 
moon to just barely cover the 
entire sun in our sky. 
'The moon orbits around the 
earth about once a month, and 
therefore passes near the sun’s 
position in the sky once each 
month. The moon in this posi­ 
tion is not observable, and is 
called a “new moon.” 
At most new moons, the moon 
passes slightly above or below 
the sun in the sky. Sometimes, 
however, the moon actually 
crosses the face of the sun for 
observers somewhere on earth, 
causing a solar eclipse. Any 
solar eclipse is visible from no 
more than about a fourth of the 
earth's surface. 
On July 10, most observers 
will see only a partial eclipse 
as in Indiana. For Hoosier 
watchers, the July 10th eclipse 
will start at about 2:20 p.m. 
(EST): the maximum eclipse, 
with about two-thirds of the sun 
covered, will be at about 3:30 
p.m., and the eclipse will end 
about 4:40 p.m. (Exact times 
vary' with location in the state.) 
For a few fortunate observers 
to the north, however, the sun 
and moon will be precisely 
lined up so that the moon wiU 
block the entire visible surface 
of the sun. This region of total­ 
ity is never more than about 
170 miles in diameter; however, 
it moves in a band from w-3St 


to east across the earth due to 
the motion of the sun, earth, 
and moon 'in space. On July 
10th this band will croas north­ 
ern Alaska, passing over Cana­ 
da to Nova .Scotia, then out into 
the Atlantic Ocean. 
Observers along this band will 
view the spectacular solar coro, 
na, the irregularly shaped outer 
atmosphere of the sun, which is 
normally lost in the glare from 
the sun’s surface. With 'the rest 
of the sun blocked, the corona, 
about as bright as the full moon, 
shines beautifully to 'the dark­ 
ened sky. 
A word of warning. One 
should not look directly at tha 
partially eclipsed sun; it is as 
dangerous to your eyes as the 
normal uneclipsed sun. Use a 
small pinhole projector (pro­ 
jecting the image through a 
small hole in one sheet of paper 
and onto another sheet), or 
view the sun through a very 
dark filter, such as dark weld­ 
er’s glasses or two sheets of 
completely exposed and devel­ 
oped black-and-white film. Many 
persons have been blinded by 
failing to take such precautions. 
New moon is, as already 
noted, on Judy 10th; full moott 
(and a lunar eclipse) is on the 
morning of the 26th. Third quar­ 
ter is on the 3rd, first quarter 
on the 18th. Jupiter rises near 
sunset, Mercury and Mars set 
just after the sun, and Venus 
and Saturn are in the morning 
sky rising before the sun.

For four hours Robert D. Live­ 
ly buzzed the home of a former 
girlfriend, putting the small, 
stolen airplane through loops, 
dives and assorted aerial acr­ 
obatics. 
“That’s it. It’s all over," 
were the last words the 25-year- 
old Lively said over the air­ 
plane’s radio, 


He died Tuesday when the 
plane ran out of gas and nose­ 
dived 70 feet to the ground near 
an abandoned landing strip. 
“I tried to talk him down, but 
he wouldn’t come down,” said 
Deputy Sheriff Jon Kelbaugh, 
who had kept to constant touch 
with Lively over a two-way ra­ 
dio.

explain why he was stunt-flying 
over the Project City area 
northeast of here. The home of 
the former girlfriend, who had 
married another man, is to the 
area. 
However, Sgt. Don Acker 
said investigators found a flight 
plan in the wreckage which de­ 


clared, “Destination Project 
City. One way, No return.” 
Acker said, “He was advised 
he was running out of fuel, but 
he said he didn’t care." 
Acker said Lively stole the 
single-engine Avalon A2 from, 
nearby Enterprise Sky Park 
where he had taken flying les­ 
sons... Deputies 'were alerted, 
when residents of the Project 
City area telephoned com­ 
plaints about a plane buzzing 
their rooftops.

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Yippies To Concentrate On GOP Convention 


EDITOR'S NOTE — Where 
are the people who were in the 
forefront of the demonstrations 
at the Chicago convention? 
How do they figure in the up­ 
coming Democratic convention 
at Miami Beach'’ Many are al­ 
ready in Florida and here’s 
their battleplan.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (API — 
The eerie call has sounded to 
the ghosts of Grant Park. Come 
to Miami Beach. 
The old slogans still stand. 
End the war. Free the women. 
Free the Gays. Help the old 
folks. But this time there is a 
difference. 
This time the priorities are: 
Stay low for the Democrats. 
Clobber the Republicans. Haunt 
Mayor Daley. But get Richard 
Nixon. 
Grant Park. Chicago. 1968. 
Bobby Kennedy was dead. Mar­ 
tin Luther King was dead. Eu­ 
gene McCarthy, against the 
war, was dying politically. The 
Democrats were meeting. Some 
10,000 antiwar protesters, most­ 
ly young, were gathered in 
Grant Park. Chicago author­ 
ities were adamant: Protesters 
could not march on the con­ 
vention; they must leave. Pro­ 
test leaders were adamant: 
They had no place to go. The 
result, tear gas, the National 
Guard, broken heads and bro­ 
ken limbs and broken windows 
and burning cars. Chants of Ho,, 
Ho Ho Chi Minh. The whole 
world was watching. 
But this is 1972. 
In the offices they’ve rented 
in the Milton Medical Building, 
two blocks from Convention 
Hall where the Republican and 
Democratic parties will meet— 
closer by a few street numbers 
than the National Democratic 
Committee headquarters—Yip- 
pie leaders Jerry Rubin and 
A b b i e 
Hofman. 
convicted 
members of the Chicago Seven, 
graduates of Grant Park vio­ 
lence in 1968, muse over the 
differences. 
“ In Chicago we were totally 
against the electoral system, 
we saw it as corrupt. We were 
angry at the war in Vietnam,” 
says Rubin. “ Four years later 
it’s just ‘Get Richard Nixon out 
ot the White House .” 
“With McGovern having the 
nomination sewn up. we don’t 
want to have a confrontation,” 
Rubin says. “We don't want to 
fall into the trap the Republi­ 
cans have set for us.” 
So he says, he hopes no more 
than 5,000 protesters answer 
the call in time for the Demo­ 
cratic convention, July 10-14. 
But he hopes between 25.000 
and 10,000 show up for the Re­ 
publicans, Aug. 20-24. 
The call has been out from 
various protest groups for six 
months or more. The question 
is: Ha\e the ghosts of Grant 
Park been listening? Will they 
come” 
" A lot of kids are kicking 
themselves for not going to Chi­ 
cago.” says Rubin. “They’ll 
head for here.” 
But police and other author­ 
ities privately doubt the esti­ 
mates of protest leaders. What 
impresses them more is that 
1968 is not 1972, and Miami 
Beach is not Chicago. 
In 1968. alter weks of anti­ 
war publicity, the main forces 
in Chicago were liberal, dedi­ 
cated to getting out of Vietnam, 
dedicated to Eugene McCarthy, 
against establishment Demo- 
c r a t s . 
In 
1972, 
George 
McGovern seems to be heading 
for Democratic nomination on a 
lust ballot, and his delegates 
are anti-establishment Demo­ 
crats. If they were not on the 
street in Chicago, they were

certainly not in the convention 
hall. Today they are in the con­ 
vention hall, and in a position 
of power. 
In addition, those leaders in 
1968 seem moderate in 1972. 
They are calling on any follow­ 
ers to demonstrate peacefully, 
avoid 
confrontation, 
behave 
themselyes. 
The very moderation of their 
stand creates problems. Take 
the Youth International Party, 
the Yippies. led partly by Ru­ 
bin and Hoffman. They are con­ 
fronted by a more radical splin­ 
ter group which formed in 
January on the University of 
Wisconsin campus and calls it­ 
self the Zippies. They take their 
nickname from the Zeitgeist 
(meaning “spirit of the times” 1 
International Party. They are 
loosely organized, but they are 
in Miami Beach. 
One of their members, Pat­ 
rick Small, who says he's with 
the Underground Press Syndi­ 
cate in New York City, hurled 
a pumpkin pie at a Miami 
Beach city councilman after 
that councilman had joined the 
majority in voting down camp­ 
sites for the protesters. The 
councilman retaliated with his 
fist. 
It did not endear Small to ei­ 
ther residents of Miami Beach 
or to other protest groups, 
which called the act the deed of 
“ an agent provocateur or a 
madman” and threatened to 
oust the Zippies from future 
councils. 
If the moderate stand faces 
trouble from its own left, it also 
faces trouble from the right. A 
spokesman for Young Ameri­ 
cans for Freedom threatened to 
bring its 70,000 members to 
Miami Beach as a counter­ 
counter 
culture 
force, 
and 
warned that it could also call 
on some 30.000 members of Cu­ 
ban Youth Groups in the city. 
Miami Beach Mayor Chuck 
Hall pledges that his city will 
not be a Chicago. First, he 
says, he is keeping in commu­ 
nication with the protest lead­ 
ers. They’ve ben working to­ 
gether for weeks, trying to for­ 
mulate ground rules. 
In the formal hearing on the 
campsite proposal, a number of 
prominent Miami Beach resi­ 


dents came forward to urge 
that camp grounds be set aside 
for the protesters. They includ­ 
ed a rabbi, a minister, a labor 
leader, ordinary citizens. Even 
with some 80 per cent of the 
community opposed to a camp­ 
site. the temper was not that of 
Grant Park. 1968, 
Miami Beach is a different 
thing 
geographically. 
Acces­ 
sible only by causeways, each 
blocked by a drawbridge, the 
city's lush homes and resort ho­ 
tels are a castle keep, pro­ 
tected by the moat of Biscayne 
Bay. 
Its width is measured in 
blocks. It is only some 10 miles 
long. It is home to 87.000 per­ 
manent residents, and as many 
as one million visitors any time 
during a year. Yet it hasn’t 
even room for all the delegates 
to the Democratic convention, 
many of whom are staying as 
far away as the airport on the 
mainland 
Thus the nondelegates to the 
convention, the protesters, pose 
a problem beyond their num­ 
ber. They come without trans­ 
portation. They have little mon­ 
ey. Many carry their world on 
their backs. They require sani­ 
tation facilities. Some will re­ 
quire food. Most have no place 
to stay. 
If they don’t stay in Miami 
Beach they will spend much of 
their day commuting on foot or 
by thumb to proposed camp­ 
sites in Miami proper and Dade 
County. What worries author­ 
ities such as Mayor Hall and 
Police Chief Rocky Pomeranee 
is what will happen when they 
are dispersed from their dem­ 
onstration sites. Where will 
they disperse to? 
Through the coming week 
they are expected to begin 
drifting into the Miami area. 
There will be more rhetoric, 
more demonstrations. 
For Mayor Hall, (“That’s

weekend. 
The Ulster Defense Associ­ 
ation said its members would 
blockade 
the IRA’s “no-go** 
areas 
and 
create 
similar 
strongholds of their own by 
erecting 
barricades 
around 
Protestant sections. 
The principal IRA “no-go** 
areas are the Creggan and Bog- 
side districts of Londonderry, 
which IRA gunmen control and 
which British troops have been 
forbidden to enter. 
The annou.nce.ment. is a direct 
challenge to William Whitelaw, 
Britain’s minister for Northern 
Ireland, who has declared that 
new “no-go” areas will not be 
tolerated. But the Protestants 
warned that any troops who in­ 
terfere with their plans will be 
resisted by force.

Ju ry Gets OK 
To Quiz Aides 
Of Senator 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court today ruled a 
federal grand jury may ques­ 
tion aides of Sen. Mike Gravel, 
D-Alaska, about arrangements 
for publication of the Pentagon 
Papers. 
The 5 to 4 decision was writ­ 
ten by Justice Byron R. White, 
who was supported by the four 
N i x o n 
administration 
ap­ 
pointees. 
White said the Constitution 
does not immunize either legis­ 
lators or their aides from testi­ 
fying at trials or before grand 
juries when their “legislative” 
functions are not under chal­ 
lenge. 
Gravel, a critic of the Viet­ 
nam war, disclosed portions of 
the Vietnam war study Last 
June at a midnight meeting of 
a Senate subcommittee. He lat­ 
er arranged for a publication of 
a four-volume edition by Bea­ 
con Press, the publishing arm 
of the Unitarian. Universalist 
Association. 
At issue before the court was 
the scope of the constitutional 
provision that members of Con­ 
gress “shall not be questioned 
in any other place for any 
speech or any debate.” 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) 
—- Gov. George C. Wallace’s 
mother had to learn to walk 
again after surgery 11 weeks 
ago for removal of a brain tu­ 
mor. Now she feels strongly 
that her son will walk again. 
Mozelle Wallace, 74, was still 
recuperating from the oper­ 
ation when her eldest son, cam­ 
paigning at Laurel, Md., for the 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation, was shot May 15 and 
left paralyzed in both legs. 
“1 was at home alone, but 
fortunately 1 didn’t have the 
television on,” she recalled in 
an interview Wednesday. “The 
neighbors began coming in to 
be with me, but it was Alton 
who told me about it.” 
Alton Dauphin Jr., who lives 
next door, is her son-in-law. 
“He was in the barber shop 
when he heard it and he came 
right home. He said ‘George 
has been shot. We don’t know 
how bad it is. The only thing 
we can. do is wait." ” 
Mrs. Wallace, who retired 
three years ago as a state em­ 
ploye, said she always worries 
about her children—three sons 
and a. daughter—“but 1 always 
worried more about George be­ 
cause he’s been so prominent 
as a public figure and is in 
more danger. 
“He had dinner with me 
Mother’s Day,” she recalled. 
“And when he went to the car, 
1 said, ‘I’m worried about you. 
Be careful’ He said, ‘Mother, 
I’ll be all right.’ 
“Then the next afternoon this 
terrible thing happened. I want­ 
ed to go see him, but I wasn’t 
able until a few days ago. Then 
Hurricane Agnes came along 
and I couldn’t fly up there.” 
The governor is hospitalized 
at Silver Spring, Md. His moth­ 
er expects him to return home 
in a few days. 
Wallace’s doctors say he has 
less than a 50-50 chance of ever 
walking again without cratches 
and braces. But his mother 
says, “He’ll walk again. With 
his determination and the pray­ 
ers of the people, he’ll walk 
again.” 
“You know,” she continued, 
“1 had to learn to walk again 
after my operation. It affected 
my right side. It took a while to 
learn to steer myself again.” 
Even though she confessed 
she’s “not much of a politi­ 
cian,” Mrs. Wallace said she 
had a feeing her son “will do 


all right” at the Democratic 
National Convention. 
Mrs. Wallace retired in 1969 
from her job as secretary to 
the head of the Bureau of Pre­ 
ventable Diseases in the state 
Health Department. She had 
worked for the state since 1944, 
long before her son got into pol­ 
itics. 
She likes to work outdoors 
“planting flowers,” and when 
she can, she goes fishing. She 
spends a “good bit of my time 
with my three grandchildren” 
who live next door, and “I gat 
out and drive my car around 
and visit people.”
